It is believed in- 
formation was telegraphed from Kansas by 
a confederate of the Chicago confidence men 
and that'they then went out to meet Moloney. 
Robbed Once Before. 

y is 55 years old, and has been em- 
ployed for twenty years by railroads in and 
around Burrton. Ten years ago he started 
from.there and was robbed before ho had 
gone. twenty-five miles. He has been saving 
money ever since then for the purpose of tak- 
ing @ trip to Ireland, and was on his way 
there when he was robbed. 

He left Burrton last Thursday t. He 
was supplied with going and return transpor- 
tation from Burrton to Liverpool, Eng- 
land, including Pullman car tickets from 
Kansas to New Tork and back. 4 
delay of several hours is necessary at To- 
peka, and Moloney spent the time going about 
the city.

Robbers Board the Tran. 
At Lexington Junction, several hours out 
from Kansas City, two men boarded the train 
and asked the conductor if Moloney was 
there.

Moloney Shows His Money. 
Moloney had been talking freely of his 
journéy and displaying a bunch of $20 bills. 
from the mysterious bottle 
he acted foolishly and insisted upon scatter- 
ing his money about on the seat. Two hours 
before the train entered the Dearborn street 


station Moloney was in a stupor. After the 


train passed through the freight yards at 
Corwith, eleven minutes out, the two stran- 
gers disappeared. 8 
When the conductor aroused Moloney the 
victim discovered he had been robbed. 


The money stolen from him had been put 


up in two packages with ten $50 bills in each 
package. One package had been pinned in 


either upper pocket of his vest, and in order 
to secure the money the robbers were com- 
pelled to open the vest and remove the pins 


fastening it. A bunch of sixteen $20 bills 
which Moloney had displayed was still in 
his trousers pocket, the robbers having over- 
looked it. The envelope containing his tick- 
ets was found under the seat. 


i tives Take Charge of Oase. 
At the depot Moloney was turned over to 
the Central Detail policeman on duty there 
and ‘escorted to the Great Northern Bulld- 
ing, where the general offices of the Santa 
Fé railroad are. There H, H. Germain, the 
chief special agent of the company, took his 
statement and that of members of the train 
crew and wired descriptions of the two con- 
fidence men all aver the surrounding coun- 
try. The case was also given to Captain 
Colleran at city detective headquarters and 
Detective Sergeant M. J. Burke was detailed 
on it to search the city for the robbers. 

While in Mr. Germain’s office Moloney left 
$300 in care of that official. He returned 


during the afternoon and seemed despond- | 


ent, declaring he would have to forego his 
trip to Ireland.

CRAZED BY HER POVERTY, 
WOMAN KILLS SIX BABES. 


Little Ones Thrown into a Well, Mother | 


Following Them and Holding Their 
Heads Under Shallow Water. 


Spokane, Wash., Feb. 24.—[Special.]}—Six 
children were murdered by their crazed 
mother at Uniontown, Wash., today, the 
crime being unusual in the method employed. 

‘Mrs. Rosa Wurzer, a widow, threw her six 
children, two boys and fOur girls, ranging 
in age from 4 to 12 years, into a well thirty 
feet deep and with but two feet of water in 
fhe bottom. Then she jumped into the well 
herself and held the little ones’ heads under 
the water until all were drowned. 

Neighbors found Mrs. Wurzer in the well 
with her six murdered children, and, putting 
a rope around her body, drew her out. She 
is vidlently insane, and is restrained with 
difficulty. 

Mrs. Wurzer’s husband died one year ago, 
leaving her in destitute circumstances. She 
has been supported by the county, which 
allowed her $15.a month, and by the charity 
of her neighbors. fi

NEW YORK BROKER ASKS POLICE

Jacques B. Halle, a Man of Wealth, De- 
clares Arsenic Was Put in His Coffee 
with Intent to Murder — Narrowly 
scapes Death as a Result of the 
Drug~Three Servants Who Shared 
the Beverage Also Sickened—No Mo- 
tive Known for the Attempt to Kill. 
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New York, Feb. 24.—(Special.}]—After mak- 
ing a private inyestigation and becoming 
convinced of an attempt to poison his fam- 
ily by placing afsenic in the coffee served 
at dinner on St. Valentine’s day, Jacques 8. 
Halle, broker, man of wealth, and head of 
the Orm of Halle & Sti itz, will apply to- 
morrow to Police Captain Titus of the de-. 
tective bureau to unravel a mystery that ap- 
pears impenetrable. | | 

Mr. Halle was poisoned and near death's 
door because of arsenic given to him in his 
coffee. after his dinner. He drank only a 
small cup, yet the services of a physician 
were necessary to save his life. 

Halle did not report the incident to the 
police’ at first because he Was uncertain as 
to the facts He did not know that an acute 
poison had been used. It was not until the 
health board made an analysis of the coffee 
that remained after he had taken what he 
believes was prepared for a fatal datt that 
he saw the enormity of the offense. | 3 

Asks Aid of the Police. 

Since then he has been making an investi- 
gation and today decided to tell the facts to 
Captain Titus and ask his aid in solving the 
mystery of how a man worth a fortune, sur- 
rounded by servants, can be poisoned in his 
own home. 

At the time of the poisoning three servants 
of Mr, Halle also were affected, but not so 
seriously as he was. They recovered with- 
out the services of a physician. All the serv- 
ants of the house who eat in the kitchen 
were affected, even to the cook, who made 
the coffee. 

The family of Mr. Halle was not affected, 
because neither Mrs. Halle nor their. son 
Grinks coffee. 

Mr. Halle lives in a luxuriously turnished 
home at 44 West Fifty- street. His firm 
has offices at 52 Broadway, 39 New street, 
and several places up-town. :

“ The fact is that we are ourselves in no 
small degree responsible for this sort of

these European countries. by commercial 
treaties cur rapidly growing export trade 
will be subject to just such attacks. 


Changes in American Industry. 

It is impossible for some of our statesmen 
to realize the changes which have taken 
place in American industry in the last twenty 
years. I notice for example, that some mem- 
bers of the Senate are reported as saying that 
Russia will not do this and Russia dare not 
do the other. They say the same about Ger- 
many, France, and even England—that they 
need American trade, etc.

A bill to make mothers and fathers joint 
guardians of their children has been intro- 
duced into both Houses of the Illinois Legis- 
lature and will come up for action this 
week. The measure is in accord with mod- 
ern thought upon this subject and deserves 
to pass. Under the existing law the father 


is the sole legal guardian of minor children 
and the mother has no legal right to exer- 


eise any authority over them. He alone has 


the right to say what clothes the children 
shall wear, what food they shall eat, what 
doctor they shall have, and what school or 
church shall attend. This absolute 
power is now so seldom used by arbitrary 
fathers that few know there is a law whieh 
gives it, but Mrs. Catharine Waugh MecOul- 
loch has found instances in which mothers 


and children are beingGyronged by ignorant 


and domineering fathers through the exer- 
cise of this exclugive power. | 

In the vast majority ef cases the mother 
undoubtedly settles nearly all matters of 


dress, food, Schooling, and similar questions 


in relation to small children. By tacit con- 
sent the father has abdicated a full half of 
his absolute powers to the mother, and in 


But undoubtedly there are exceptional cases 
in which domineering men abuse the legal 
powers which they can claim under the ex- 
isting law, and the statute should be amend- 
ed to prevent this.

A practical ſlimeulty may arise under the 
proposed law making fathers and mothers 
joint guardians with equal powers.

It the Police department will pro- 
tect the receptacles from being stolen, and 
if a proper system of disposing of city 
waste is actually to be put into operation, 
the people of Chicago will do their part 
quite as readily as have the people of the 
many other cities of the country where 
separation of waste into two or more classes 
prevails. 
The more important question is as to 
whether the plan proposed in the ordinance 
is the proper plan, and whether those 
charged with its execution are actually 
prepared, by their grasp of the subject in 
its details and by the possession of the 
requisite appliances, to carry it into effect 
—and that, too, throughout the city at the 
start—as is proposed. It appears instead 
that the Commissioner of Health favors a 
different plan from that proposed fm the 
ordinance, and there is no evidence that the 
committee which recommended the latter 
did so on the basis of scientific inquiry,

LAWYERS AND LYNCH Law. 
Justice Brewer of the United States Su- 
preme Court condemns lynch law under all 
circumstances, but he admits that there 
are sometimes circumstances that palliate 
the administration.of summary and lawless 
justice. The palllating circumstances set 
forth by him have often been commented on 
by laymen, but seldom by lawyers, Justice 
Brewer says: | | 
It has seemed to me at times that legislation was 
conceived in the spirit of obstruction to the pun- 


ishment of criminals. To obstruct the administra- 
tion of justice the writ of habeas corpué, writs of

There are many lawyers in nearly every 
State Legislature, and they exercise great 
influence there as rePards all matters of 
court procedure. For new legislation which 
tends to obstruct the punishment of crim- 
inals lawyers who.are members of the body 
which enacts it must be held largely respon- 
sible. They share in the résponsibility for 
the failure to repeal old laws which hinder 
the punishment of criminals. 

It is the custom of a lawyer to resort to 
any legal expedient to save his client from 
the seuffold or the penitentiary, He con- 
siders it his duty to make the most of every 
fine point he can conjure up to obstruct 
the administration of justice after his client 
has been found guilty by a jury. He would 
gain little by his tactics were it not that 
he is so often able to secure from courts of 
eee decisions which thwart justice and 

uce men to seek for it in the irregular 
courts of Judge Lynch. 

There is need, then, of better lawyers In 
Legislatures and ot wiser Judges of courts 
of appeal. The people elert members of the 
Legislature and the Judges of State courts. 
The conclusion to be drawn from Justice 
Brewer's remarks is that he does not be- 
lieve the people hay been using their votes 
to the best advantage. : 

ME. HARRISON'S SUN SPOTS.

It la true that the laws and forces of the 
republic are liable at times to be captured 
by minorities. The slaveholding minority 
controlled the national government for 3 
time. But the republic was able to free 
itself, and Mr. Harrison himself says he 
never doubted the outcome of the civil war 
for an instant. If the commonwealth could 
cope with slavery, which was intrenched 
behind the constitution, it may reasonably 
hope to hold its own against corporations 
or any other minority interests. 

Mr. Harrison adds that Burope is waiting 
to see how the United States will manage 
to educate a Yast democratic electorate “ al- 
ways to choose ity foremost citizens in 
every service, even though the foremast be 
the least conspicuous and the least ambi- 
tious.” Thoughtful Americans do not hope 
to solve that problem fully, Probably it will 
never be possible for a republic always to 
choose the best mai for every office. Cer- 
tainly it will never be able to get the best 
men if the latter mddestly hide their light 
under a bushel and show no ambition for 
office. It is one of the handicaps ofa repub- 
ie that it cannot easily avail itself of talent 
that has not enough faith in itself to push to 
the front.
